Nowadays, an extremely — often extortionately — 
high percentage of the difference must be paid to the 
tax-collector. We're all "buying" more government 
than wc ever bought before. For three years business 
has ciit costs, rais^ efficiency, and redoubled its efforts 
to give the best value at the lowest cost. Government, 
as a whole, has failed to follow. 

It is very possible that the recovery movement will, 
in the near future, reach a point where it cannot go 
further without tax reduction. Some of the money 
that now goes for government" must be released into 
the channeU of productive enterprise, to provide jobs 
and opportunities and the means of expanding business. 
And those who are now entrusted with government 
management, from federal right down to the smallest 
hamlets, should be busy planning the way to do just 
that.
